other way—that the CBC, know- 
ing on which side its bread was 
buttered, was inclined to favor 
government in one way or another, 

Often also there is a suspicion 
that the CBC was furthering its 
own ends rather than the public 
ends. An example was the time 
given to a socialist who protested 
against the new law that provides 
that the CBC go to parliament 
annually for approval of its pro- 
posed expenditures. CBC’s general 
manager decided that this would 
be practicable, providing parlia- 
ment ‘was “generous”. It’s a nice 
word. But there is coming to the 
mind of government the thought 
that over-generosity in one place 
might result in’ penny-pinching in 
another. If the CBC could save a 
few millions without impairing its 
service to the Canadian listening 
and viewing public, those few mil- 
lions might be used by Mr. Flem- 
ing to reduce taxes or to provide 
money for. other worthy causes, 
including perhaps family allow- 
ances, 


The report of a royal commis- 


sion on _ broadcasting predicted 
with accuracy that the CBC would 
be an increasing cost over the 


years. The Canadian public is 
stuck with this cost but it ought 
to be possible, even in a democ- 


racy, for expenditures to be cur- 
tailed without strangling the ar- 
tistic souls of the people in CBC 
who seem not to care a tittle 
about the taxpayer’s dollar. 


There is more than one disturb- 
ing tendency in CBC. An instance 
might be cited: the spreading all 
over the world and the bringing to 
Canada of material which, while 
it may have some value culturally, 
has not been prejudged as to its 
merit in relationeto cost. There is 
talk, and authentic talk, of a TV 
production to have been called 
Morals in Sweden. After quite a 
bit of money had been spent the 


thing was cancelled. The quite a ; 


bit of money ranged from a mid- 
Canada estimate of $40,000 down 
to a mere $12,000. Any editor of 
a family publication would have 
strangled this idea in advance ‘as 
unsuitable for the average Cana- 
dian home audience. In any event, 
the morals of the Swedes are the 
business of the Rwedes and not of 
the CBC. . 

Another tendency of the CBC 
to expand its news service. This is 
probably a greater threat to, de- 
mocracy in Canada than anything 
else one could imagine. Of course, 
as any  Diefenbaker adherent 
would say, there is no danger that 
the present government would al- 
lew the CBC tp» become a-mere., 
agency of a political party. But 
over the long run the dissemina- 
tion of the news, whether in pic- 
ture form or the printed word, by 
@ government agency is an im- 
pairment of objectivity. The per- 
son who listens to or watches only 
the CBC news on radio and TV is 
a person not, completely informed. 
One private radio station has five 
commentators on the news who 
are personalities. These personali- 
ties are prejudiced, biased individ- 
uals, but from the five one can ar- 
rive at his own opinions. Moreover 
this is in a city where there are 
three daily newspapers so there is 
not. any lack of opportunity of 
getting the information from vari- 
ous quarters, 

But in many homes ‘and in many 
places the CBC is paramount, with 
the result that people get only one 
point of view. No one point of 
view can be completely unbiased. 

Editorial writers throughout 


{Canada should view with alarm 


the fact that the Government sees 
no danger in having CBC editorial 
representatives in the press gal- 
lery in Ottawa. It is a fact that 
most of the CBC news is derived 
from the daily reports of two in- 
dependent news agencies, but if 
the reports of parliament are to be 
edited by the CBC there is then 
the picture of a government 
agency reporting parliament, If it 


r7|does not report parliament fairly 


from the Government’s point of 
view, it will be censured, and if it 
does not report parliament fairly 
it will be criticized. For the CBC's 
from the Opposition point of view 
own interest, if the CBC has any 
sense, it would refrain from using 
its own people to report parlia- 
ment. It also would save a few 
dollars in salaries, perhaps.

as exneriment i 


An enterprise which was started 
as an experiment under the spon- 


sorship of the federal “ana” 


vincial governments has proved to 
be a successful business venture 


by a private concern in Bienfait. 

In the early '20’s the govern- 
ment opened a briquette plant at 
Bienfait. This plant was operated 
until . 1931 when the economic 
forces of the: depression caused it 
to be shut down. 

The Dominion Briquette and 
Chemical Company reopened the 
plant in°1937. For the first two 
years production was_ sporadic, 
but from then on it has operated 
year round. This is a purtia) un- 
truth as the plant is actually only 
producing nine months of the 
year. The other three months are 
used for holiday time and ef- 
fecting necessary repairs. 


The transformation from lignite 
coal to - briquettes is a very in- 
triguing- process. Screen coal’ pur- 
chased from M*& S Mines is 
brought to the plant where it is 
first placed in a drying unit heat- 
ed to 270 degrees centigrade. 


vOnly screen coal in sizes from 
a half to four inch is used; never 
“bug dust.” this drying unit re- 


duces the moisturé to no more} 


than “1% percent. It then passes 
to, the. Lugi carbonizer which is 
heated to 830 degrees. centigrade. 
Here the volatiles are reduced ‘to 
10 percent. The char than passes 
a cooling zone and from there to 
a~steel enclosed storage bin. It 
then passes to a hammer mill 
where it is ground to a fine size. 
The asphalt is then added. It 
then goes through a pug mill and 
a fluxer which are desinged to 
thoroughly mix the char with the 
asphalt. 

The mix, which is in a tacky 
state, goes to the press where the 
briquettes. are made. They pass 
along a slow conveyor until they 
come to the cooling bins, These 
bins are constructed of slats 
which are spaced an inch apart 
to allow maximum cooling. After 
48 hours they are then put in a 
railcar for shipping. The | carbon- 


jizer works 24 hours a day, but 


the press which has a capacity of 
25 tons per hour only needs to 
operate eight hours daily. 


From 90 to’ 100 thousand tons 
of coal are used annually. From 
this amount 45,000 tons of briq- 
ettes and 300,000 to 400,000 gal- 
Jons of credsote is sold to a 
northern Saskatchewan wood pre- 
serving firm.

News Report 
From Edmonton

EDMONTON — The Alberta 
Liberal Jparty got itself a new 
i « ‘last week and pledged an 
all-but battle to wrest power 

oa fon Social Credit in the 
next provincial election. 

The new chieftain, elected at 
the climax of the party’s leader- 
ship convention here in the capi- 
tal, is) Jz W. Grant MacEwan, 56 
year-old Calgary MLA, author, 
agriculturist and former uni- 
versity professor. 

He won a three-way race with 
Richard Hall, 51, MLA for. Atha- 
basca, and Ralph Walker, 34, 
Raymond district rancher and 
oilman. Hall, a man with loads 
of ability who isn’t too well 
known outside northern Alberta, 
dropped out on the first ballot. 
On the second, MacEwan polled 
314 votes to Walker’s 200. 

There was little excitement at 
the convention, apart from the 
I--dership election campaign 
which was complete with march- 
ing bands, singing commercials 
and boisterous parades ‘by pla- 
card-carrying delegates support- 
ing their candidates. 

The convention adopted a 
party platform made up for the 
most part of policy. statements 
which had been announced earl- 
ier, and which some obServers 
found a little “too general” in 
their approach to _ provincial 
problems. 

Greatest excitement on the 
first day of the convention was 
a behind-the-scenes campaign to 
draft Edmonton’s Mayor Willian 
Hawrelak for the leadership. Six 
different delegations called on 
him, and one of them claimed to 
have 265 first-ballot votes pledg- 
ed for him if he would run. But 
Hawrelak stood by his earlier de- 
cision and refused to enter the 
race, 

Claims made by Hawrelak sup- 
porters would seem to indicate 
he is the man the party really 
wanted, but there are some who 
say this isn’t so. Had Hawrelak 
accepted the challenge, they say, 
a strong opposition movement 
would have developed. If Hawre- 
lak had taken the leadership, 

.they add, his effectiveness would 
be badly reduced. by internal 
squabbles within the party. 

MacEwan likeable, lanky and 
six-foot-three, is a choice that 
should’ keep everyone happy. 
‘He is personable, has a fine 
platform presence and gets a- 
long with his fellow politicians.

after a 37-year absence is a 

_ question that won't be answered 
until Albertans go to the polls, 
probably next summer. 


But. throughout the convention, 
speekers stressed this point: Al- 
bertans are. growing tired with 
the Manning administration and 
they feels it’s time for a change. 
The only possible change, they 
said, is to a Liberal government. 

It became clear at the conven- 
tion that the major issue in the 
next election will be the govern- 
ment’s five-year development 
program, announced earlier in 
the fall. Liberals will be busy 
pointing out that most features 
of the Social Credit plan haye 
been advocated, for years by the 
Liberals, and have been repeat- 
edly turned down by the gov- 

_ ernment. 

The convention got a lift with 
the arrival of Hon: Lester B. 
Pearson, the national leader, 
who gave a fighting speech just 
before the balloting for leader. 
He warned that anti-dumping 
legislating of the Conservative 
government in Ottawa could 
harm the country’s economy if it 
is implemented in a way the US. 
thinks is unfair. 

Western farmers would be 
hardest hit, he said, because U.S. 
retaliatory action would be aim- 
ed at Canadian cattle. Exports of 
cattle to the U.S. are all that’s 
keeping farmers out of the red 
today, he said,

MUNICIPALITIES MEET — 
The Union of Alberta Municipal- 
ities also made news last week, 
with its 54th annual convention 
held in Edmonton. 

The expected discussion of a 
province industrial tax didn’t 
materialize, but Municipal Af- 
fairs Minister Alf. Hooke told 
delegates the province wants to 
set up a permanent advisory 
board on_ provincial-municipal 
relations. 

Mr. Hooke said he would like 
the board to give “immediate” 
attention to the problem of tax- 
ation. Taxes in Alberta are 50 
per cent higher than those in 
Ontario, he said, and added he’d 
like to see “more equality” in 
taxation throughout the prov- 
ince. He said the government 
might conceivably take over as-
